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1 . Newly submitted claims 25-33 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: New claim 25 sets forth a 
polyisocyanate reactant (component (a)(iii)) that was not originally claimed. The position is 
taken that the incorporation of this component yields a polymer structure distinct from the 
structure originally encompassed by the previously examined claims. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 25-33 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

2. Claims 2-4, 6-10, and 18-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

With respect to the definition of and within component (a)(i), the examiner has not 
found support for the species, "polyhydroxyalkylene". 

3. The foUowing is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections mder this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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4. Claims 2-4, 6-10, and 18-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Moore et al. ('272). 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Moore et al. disclose fluorinated polyether silane compositions and their application to 
substrates. Moore et al. further disclose that the fluorinated polyether silanes may be produced 
by reacting reactive perfluorinated compounds that correspond to applicants' claimed fluorinated 
polyether compound with functionalized silane compounds that yield applicants' claimed silane 
compound (a). Patentees specifically disclose within column 6 the use of terminal groups within 
functionalized fluorinated ethers that yield reactants that correspond to applicants' component 
(a)(i). Patentees disclose the use of isocyanate functional alkoxysilanes, as well as amine 
fimctional alkoxysilanes, and the position is taken that the reaction of these functional 
alkoxysilanes with the aforementioned functionalized fluorinated ethers yield applicants' 
claimed component (a). The reference further teaches that solvents, acid or base catalysts, and 
hydrolysable compounds, that correspond to applicants' claimed components (b) and (c), are 
utilized within the compositions. See abstract; columns 3-5; column 7, lines 48+; and columns 
8-11. Despite applicants' response, no distinction in structure is seen between applicants' 
component (a) and component (A) of the reference.
